"As soon as a family went off 
relief then the assessment of 35 
cents per month ceased and the 
Medical Association paid no 
accounts. Dr. W. L. Carruthers 
was appointed indigent doctor at 
a small salary of $200 per year 
to give attention to people when 
the relief was cut off and to all 
other indigents who did not have 
the means to pay medical fees. 

"Dr. Dales has been misin- 
formed if he thinks the people 
on relief were sent to Dr. Car- 
ruthers, 

"The jurors' verdict at the in- 
quest referred to by Dr. Dales 
showed that the council were not 
to blame for the death of the 
Drake child.

Rabbi Eisendrath ' 

At College 

MARK EMPIR E DAY 

Pickering college students held 
an Empire Youth Service in the 
college chapel on Sunday night. 
A period of silence was observed 
in honor of three old boys who 
have given their lives in this 
war. 

Rabbi Maurice Eisendrath, of 
Toronto, told his audience that 
"the tools of victory" are three, 
first,- the physical tool, guns and 
ammunition, second, the tool of 
national unity, third, the tool of 
faith. 

M We must make- certain this 
time of a true victory that will 

usher in a binding peace," he 
declared. "We must defeat the 
most ferocious monster that man 
has ever known." 

Rabbi Eisendrath said that 
men who, before the German 
threat, were "absolute pacifists" 
like himself have realized that a 
German victory will mean the 
extinction of religion &nt\ moral- 
ity from the world and arc now 
wholly with the Allies in their 
fight. 

"Alter he had fought in the 
last war, Robert Sherwood, that 
great author, poet and play- 
w r i g h t, renounced war and 
vowed he would not have any- 
thing to do with war again;' said 
Rabbi Eisendrath. The follow- 
ing quotation from one of Sher- 
wood's books, he added, shows his 
change of mind: "A fire is blu- 
ing in the world . . . until that 
fire is put out there can he no 
peace, happiness or security. 41 

Rabbi Eisendrath said that 4, it 
was after much inner spiritual 
wrestling before 1 could call 
upon my feHowmen to gird 
themselves of the tools of war." 

Canadians must be generous in 
providing money for the physical 
tools of war, he said. "We can- 
not be misers, for our enemies 
are not misers and have staked 
everything on the outcome of 
this war." 

National unity in Canada is the 
next tool for victory, the speaker 
declared.

The institutions and arrangements of inter- 
national finance must be so set up that they lend 

aid to the essential enterprises and the continuous 
development of all countries."

IT'S NOT TRUE!

It was disturbing to us to see the New York 
advertising-less daily newspaper, PM, advising 
Americans that they should get into the war 
because Germany is setting up an industrial sys- 
tem in Europe which after the war will drive 
American manufactures out of* world markets. 

Perhaps the reprint of the article which we 
read was abridged and was unfair to the full 
article, but the main thesis of the article seemed 
to be that the war is a war to save American 
markets. 

We don't believe that. 

Nor do we believe that war in itself can save 
democracy — victory can only give the democratic 
countries another chance to lepair the mistakes 
we have made in the past. 

But we don't believe that this is a war to pre- 
:i vent Germany or Europe from gaining a predom- 
inant economic position. One of our war aims 
should ho (o make continental Europe, as Ger- 
many is doing, a single economic unit without all 
the tariff barriers that contribute to poverty and 
war. 

There may be those of us who think that the 
war is a war for markets, and it may be that to 
some extent it will prove to be a war for mar- 
kets, but we don't believe that either Prime 
Minister Churchill or President Roosevelt is 
interested in maintaining British or American 
trade supremacy or even present-day economic 
practices and ideas. 

We think that both these great war leaders 
believe that this is a war for personal freedom 
and liberty. 



Victoria or Empire day falling on Saturday has 

revived the question of why all holidays should 
not be -held on Mondays. Kirkland Lake mer- 
chants have been debating whether they should 
close on Monday instead of Saturday, so that they 
would not lose Saturday's business. Brockvilie 
and Belleville are said to have made definite 
decisions in favor of Monday. 

Newmarket and Aurora are usually necessarily 
governed in such matters by Toronto, but the 
considerations entering into a Toronto decision 
are different from those which might otherwise 
influence Newmarket and Aurora business people. 
Toronto "merchants" may be great business 
houses who are not the least concerned about any 
difference in sales that might result from whether 
they close on Monday or Saturday or any other 
day. Similarly, those who make the decision are 
not themselves serving behind a counter and, we 
suppose, can choose their own day for going fish- 
ing regardless of the store holiday. 

Newmarket's board of trade should have gone

"Did he tell you what he was? ,r 
asked the crown. "Yea, he said 

that he was a chiropractor/' the 
witness replied. 

"Did you go to Aurora on the 
29th?" "Yes." He showed me the 
x-ray papers and pointed out that 
my spine was out of position about 
one-quarter* of an inch." 

Describing the treatment he re- 
ceived Mr. King said that Mr. 
Smith placed one hand on his 
shoulder and another on his wrist 
and applied" pressure. "He asked 
me if it was a black-out for me 
and I said that it almost. was." 

Mr. King stated that he paid $1 
for the treatment, and received a 
receipt. He was to return the fol- 
lowing Thursday for another treat- 
ment, which he did not do as "it 

hurt too much." 
Asked if there were any signs 

about the room, the witness told 
the court that he saw a diploma, 
winch had been issued in Iowa, 
hanging on the wall. 

"Would you say that the treat- 
ment was any different from that 
practised by other chiropractoi-s?" 
defence counsel, I^orne C. Lee, 
Aurora, asked the witness. 

"Well, I never had a treatment 
like it before by any other chiro- 
practor/* was the reply. 

Harry Rutherford, Toronto, also 
a private investigator of the board 
of regents, testified that he was 
with Mr, King on each of his 
visits to Mr. Smith and that he 
too had his back x-rayed, for which 
he paid $1. 

Questioned as to whether Mr. 
Smith was .registered under the 
Druggists and Practitioners' act, 
Archie Macfie, secretary-treasurer 
and registrar of the l/oard of 
regents, stated that there was no 
one bearing the name of Thomas 
Smith registered at all. He stated 
that the D.C. at the end of Mr. 
Smith's name stood for Doctor of 
Chitopractry. 

"I am registering a conviction 
against you," his worship told tlW 
defendant. "You knew perfectly 
w«H that you must be registered. 
You deliberately went out and 
practised. However, as the com- 
plainant is not asking for a heavy 
sentence, 1 am being lenient with 
you."

According to the evidence of

turned the corner 'at a. great apeed 
and after side-awrping the rear of 
her car proceeded east on Welling- 
ton St. towards Aurora without 
stopping. She said that she called 
to the driver of a passing truck to 
chase the sedan and get the license 

number. 

Questioned further by Crown 
Attorney N. I>. Mathews, K.C., the 
witness stated that she had driven 
her car to the side of the road in 
order to avoid the accident. She 
said that she later found a piece of 

glass from the defendant's head- 
light lying on the road. She noti- 
fied the police. 

"Did you have any interview with 
the accused since the *vceident?" 
asked the crown. 

"Yes, last Wednesday, he came 

to see about settling for the dam- 
age," answered the witnees. "He 
said that he was sorry." Miss 
Folllott said that damage amounted 
to $30.20. 

Cross-examined by the defence, 
the witness stated that the $30.20 
included the price of a new tire.

The death occurred at King on 
Saturday afternoon of Dr. George 
Douglas Lockhart, for 41 years 
known throughout North York in 
the fields of medicine and. politics. 

Dr. Lockhart had been in ill 
health for the past few years, but, 
with the courage and kiudllness 
that marked his whole career* 
carried on his practice until the 

end. 

He was born at Sydenham in 
Frontenac county and was educat- 
ed at Queen's University, where he 
received his medical degree.

A life-long Conservative, Dr.

Bear Mrs. Petch: It was quite 
a surprise to receive a parcel this 
morning. It is my job to handle 
all the mail that comes into this 
unit and I was real happy to get 
this great box. I should like you 
to convey to all those who took 
part in making up mine and 
other fellows' boxes that the 
Red Cross are doing a fine work. 
Everyone here, the Canadian Red 
Cross and ' the American, are 
doing great work. Without such 
societies we wouldn't get very 
far. We are real grateful for all 
that is done for us. 

There isn't very much for 
news, for though we are at war 
we are not in real action yet, but 
are continually on manoeuvres 
and in mimic battles. I'm sure 
that when we really get at close 
quarters with the enemy we will 
be more than efficient in stop- 
ping him. Of course, I can't give 
you any detail of what actually 
goes on, but you take it from me, 
and I ought to know a little, as 
I'm a dispatch rider and get 
around the country from the 
south coast to the Midlands, and 
from what I see we are well pre- 
pared. 

The raids on this country in 
the last month were very small. 
Yet no one can account for the 
sudden lapse in activity. Of 
course, we can make up our own 
minds about it, yet we are not 
sure. 

Well, how is everybody at 
Vandorf? I suppose the weather 
is breaking up now and you can 



get on the land. The. farmers 
have a real stiff year ahead of 
them and we have to have food. 
Civilians get 25 cents worth of 
meat for one week and four 
ounces of butter, one ounce of 
cheese a week, no oranges or 
onions. Everything is scarce. 
Still I expect we shall survive 
somehow. Things are moving 
pretty fast on the continent so 
we are trusting that we shall 
make a move before long. 

Well, I guess this is all for 
now. Remember me to every- 
body. Hoping you all have a 
real good prosperous year. 

P.S. I am always glad to hear 
from anybody who writes and 
will try to answer any letters. 
Sometimes our letters don't get 
rfere or our letters back.
